AN ORDINANCE approving contract with NOBIS 
CONSTRUCTION CO., INC. for Sewer Res. No. SH- 
IS 70 known as Goshen Road-Burma Road Sanitary

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, 
INDIANA; 

SECTION 1. The contract approved August 24, 1970 between 
the City of Fort Wayne, by and through its Mayor and the Board 
of Public Works, and NOBIS CONSTRUCTION CO., INC., for Sewer Res. 
No. 811-1970, construction of Goshen Road - Burma Road Sanitary 
Sewers , as follows ; 

MAIN SEWER ; Beginning at a proposed manhole on the 
Spy Run Interceptor in a proposed 20-foot easement 
along and parallel to the South right of way line of 
U.S. #30 Bypass (California Road) ? thence. West in 
said easement a distance of 1,56’5± 1. f. to a proposed 
manhole located near the Soitheast corner of Harris 
Road and U.S. '#30 Bypass; thence^Southerly 10 feet 
West of the East right of way line of Harris Road a 
distance of. 335± l.f. to a proposed manhole near the 
Northeast corner of Archer's Out Lot #2; thence West 
in a proposed 15-foot easement parallel with and South 
of the North line of Archer's Out Lot #2a a distance 
of 682± l.f. to a proposed manhole near the Northwest 
corner of Archer's Out Lot #2; thence Northerly in a 
proposed 14-foot easement a distance of 10 8± l.f. to a

LATERAL NQ.: 2 z Beginning at a proposed manhole located 
in Goshen Road at Scotswolde Drive; thence Southwesterly 
in Scotswolde Drive along and parallel with the South 
right of way line of Scotswolde Drive a distance of 
550+ l.f. to a proposed msh cleanout located near the 
Northwest corner of lot numbered’ 5 of Woodlawn Park 
Addition . 

Said Sewer shall be' 8 inches in diameter. 
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LATERMj no.- 3 ; Beginning at a proposed manhole 
located in Goshen Road at Burma Road? thence 
Westerly in a proposed 14-foot easement North and 
parallel to the North right of way line of Burma 
Road a distance of 1,568± l.f . to a proposed man- 
hole located near the Southwest corner of a tract 
of land owned or formerly owned by J. R. Pennell, 
as recorded in Deed Record Book #472, page 124. 
Said Sewer shall be 10 inches in diameter. ,
